President Roosevelt May Be Appealed 
To to Straighten Out the Tangle— 
Charges That Money Is Be- 
ing Freely Used. 


As previously outlined by the Post-Dis- 
patch, the absorbing questivn to be con- 
sidered at the Republican state convention, 
which opens at Jefferson City Tuesday, will 
pertain to the indorsement of a United 
States senatorial candidate. 

The oppositicn to National Committeeman 
Richard C. Kerens already has perfected 
a plan of action. Briefly, it is to have the 
convention go on record for Charles Na- 
gel of St. Louis. 

Mr. Nagel, according to this program, 
wilh be placed in nomination by Maj. Will- 
iam Warner, United States district attor- 
ney for the western district of Missouri, 
and formerly a stanch lieutenant of Ker- 
ers. 

The nymination will be seconded by Col. 
D. P, Dyer, federal district attorney for 
the eastern district of the state. 

In this manner it is hoped to encompass 
the defeat of the national committeeman. 

Kerens’ managers, 30 rhe story OPS, 
were counting on the Republicans of the 
western part of the state Jaunching Maj. 
Warner for senator. 

If this were done and the Nagel adherents 
insisted on their man, an indorsement of 
either or any one would probably fail. 

Learing a possible failure to muster 
enough votes to carry out their plans the 
Akins contingent sent to Washirgton to 
secure the services of Congressmen Richard 
Bartholdt and Charles F, Joy. 

The two congressmen will arrive in St. 
Louis Sunday morning, and depart Sunday 
night or early Monday for Jefferson City. 
On the preliminary caucuses to be held 
Monday it is believed the sentiment of the 
convention will hinge.

hat, which by courtesy was called white, 
but which had only a faint resemblance 
to that shade That was Todd's last and 
greatest victory on the American turf. 
He was afferwards employed in San 
Francisco in the modest but useful work 
of drawing a buggy and dropped com- 
pletely out of sight. His name, however, 
is indelibly associated with one of the 
greatest turf events of the United States. 


CRUZADOS’ SIRE WON. 
In 1888 the race was won by the Em- 
peror of Norfolk, a Baldwin horse, and 
his name is prominently ftdentifed with the 


turf for the reason that he sired Cruzados, 
which was the sensation of the Pacific 
coast at the recent winter meeting and 
which has been one of the pronounced fa- 
vorites of this vear’s American Derby. 

The greatest of all the Washington Park 
events was the World's Fair. Derby of 
1893. It was worth $60,000 and was won by a 
Minnesota farmer named J. EK. Cushing. 
Cushing had two horses in the race, 
Boundless and Lookout, but the latter was 
his hope, as he had no idea Boundless 
could win. 

The celebrated jockey

The fastest American Derby ever run was 
that of Robert Waddell, in 1901, covering 


the mile and a half in 2:33 4-5. The heav- 
iest weight carried by any American Derby 
winner was 127 pounds, by Pink Coat in 
i898. Pink Coat also won the St. Louis 
Derby of that year. 

Isaac Murphy won the first three Amer- 
ican derbies and also the fifth.

It is not to the credit of the “New St Louis” that the Citizens’ 
Simoke Abatement Association should be compeiled to call upon 
the city officials to enforce the smoke ordinance in regard to 
abatement of smoke from city institutions. 

The Smoke Inspector and the Abatement Association shou!d 
insist on compliance with the law by the city and by all classes 
wf citizens, without fear or favor. «Among the worst offenders 
are smelting works and tile and brick kilns within the city lHmits. 
Wednesday morning a volume of black smoke almost worthy of 
Pelee was being carried by the wind from the numerous kilns 
and smelting plants at Howards and Cheltenham into and across 
Forest Park, covering the World’s Fair site with a dark pall. 

It is the opinion of the Smoke Abatement Association. voiced 
by Secretary McQuillan, that “there is no longer any question 
about the practicability of abating smoke at any kind of plant.’’ 
This should include the kilns. and smelters, which produce more 
and worse smoke than almost any other plants. 

Plenty of time having been given for the testing and installing 
of consuming devices, the smoke inspector should enforce the 
law. The smoke nuisance must be abated.

ABOUT SNAKES. 


There are four kinds of venomous ser- 
pents in the United States—the rattlesnake 
proper, the copperhead and the moccasin, 
the coral snake and the ground rattle- 
sn\e: The diamond rattlesnake and the 
copperhead are the most deadly. The for- 
mer is undoubtedly the cause of more 
deaths from snake polsoning than any 
other in the United States. This is 
to its large size—it grows not Infrequently 
to seven feet in length and three inches 
in diameter—and to the great length of its 
fangs and the copious amount of venom it 


injects into wounds. Probably not more 
than 60 persons die of snake bite in the 
United States in any year. Perhaps 30,000 
would be a fair estimate of the world’s 
annual death rate from the bite of 
venomous snakes, notwithstanding the long 
and practically fruitless efforts of science 
to discover an antidote. 


An average of 20,000 persons annually 
succumb to venomous snake bites in India 
alone. The cobra the terrible scourge 
of India. The actual number of deaths 
during the decade 15880-1890, according to 
statistics, varied from 18,670 to 22,480 a year. 
For many years past the government of 
India has offered rewards, or ‘head 
money.” for the destruction of venomous 
serpents. Notwithstanding the payment of 
large sums for this purpose, however, nei- 
ther the supply of snakes nor fatalities 
from their bite seem to have decreased. 
During the above-mentioned decade the 
number of polsonous snakes killed varied 
from 212,776 to 678,415 annually.

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In North and South Africa there are 
several highly venomous species, the most 
dreaded being the African.cobra, the spit- 
ting snake and the sheep stinger. Aus- 
tralia has about 4 polsonous species, five 
of which are extremely deadly.
